Jable in Englsnd. .To the lovs of this interest 
on long-standing accounts must be added the 
inereaaed probability, under the present 
system, of debts, good at the tima they are 
inourred, becoming bad owing to death, 
sicknosa, bankruptey, and many other caucas. 

It is axiomatic to state that ander. the 
oredit syatem those customers who pay their 
accounts have to include in the price paid 
for commodities & cortain proportion of in- 
ereasé representing their pareentage of the 
storekeeper’s bad debts, In otbor. worde, 
each paying member muat, if the store- 
keeper isto prosper, pay his abare of the. 
goods supplied to tha non-paying members, 
& manifestly onfair stato of. things.. The 
system of allowing discount for ready money 
would unquostionably roduco the amount of 
bad debts to an appreciable extent, and the 
money 69 gained would. be clear profit to the 
atorekeaper, who would have, moreover, toaot 
against the discount allowed, tho interest on 
the amount of good debta, paid promptly in- 
stead of being allowed to atand over ag: ir 
now tho cage, often from pure inadvertence 
on the part of the customer, It is unnecea- 
sary to point ont the saving in expensea of 
collection which would thus be effected. Wo 
have, wa think, made it fairly clear that itis 
to the interest of all concerned that the hon. 
ost customer should benefit by hia punctuality 
and good order, Itia to be hoped that the 
storekeepers in the Far Hast will profit by 
the example of their confrérea at home, and 
that the ganeral public will show their ap- 
preciation of fair dealing by giving a pre- 
ference to those stores who offer them an ad- 
vantage which in cowmon justice abould be 
looked on as a right.

Tux article on Naval Docks published 
by tho Chinese. Times, and reproduced jn our 
columne the other day; was interesting as 
showing the docking capabilities of the 
various ports in the Obina Seas, It 
appears that it hae been decided by 
the Chinese Goveromont—probably in 
consequence of the riot at that port in 
1886 between the Chinese aailors and Jn- 
paniese Police—that the Peiyang Squadron 
shall not go to Nagasalri fo dock, and as no 
dogka of sufficient size can be constructed 
either at Port Arthur, Wei Hai, or Chia]

Tt ts 
an acconnt of the celebration, in 1790, of the 
fifty-fifth year of the reign of Kieulang (“The 
firm and Glorious One”), Ewperer of Chinn, 
That wos a Jubilee indecd. All Snglishmen 
should: read about it, because the porusal would 
tend to take o certain measure of concoit out of 
them, “We, have been congratulating ourselves 
about the brilliance of the Jubilee of our own bo- 
Javed monarch. How could it-compate in splen- 
dour with thatoftheafor rulorof the Mlowory 
Land? Why, to berinvSth, the story ofthe latter, 
is told in twenty folio volumes; in noless space 
could the court chroniclers of the time do it any- 
thing like justioo, The Emporor Kienlung was 
in.gomae respects economical. He objected, wears 
told, Lv the propotal to build “ a, clodsionl Hall” as 
a memorial of his reign. and rejected Che suggas- 
tion that anothor statue should ha ercoted to 
Buddha, But ‘in other respects ho, ‘or his 
Government, was lavish. Tho historian has 
moh to say of the costly. presents mado to tho 
Ymperial family and ite guests, of the steps in 
ranks granted tothe mandarin, of the oriminals 
Kborated, of tho taxes remitted, of tho food 
distributed, on the groat occasion. Acd then, 
the State processions, with their multitudinons 
umbrellas, fans, and pennants, their “ toaching- 
Mial-piety-and-virtug banners,” their gaily de- 
corated. pavilions, cool plnshing fountains, pretty 
londscaped rockorics, and the like! To be sure, 
the jubilee band of 56 drums, 50 horns, 14 
flutes, eight cymbale, two gongs, and so on, 
must have been somewhat. of a trial; the 300 
songs sung before the Emperor, even thoagh 
of his own comprsing, must have been bad for, 
the norves; and the fact that those taking part 
in the festivities had to ba in their places at 
broak of day, excaaded avon the experinnios of the 
heroes and hordines of the 21st June. Bat 
Kienlung must have hed.a glorious Jubileo, 
which nobody can deny.

The Court quoted the caso of 
Cox v. Coleridge in which the judga said that 
the Magistrate had no right to commit any one 
unless a primdé fucie case was made outon the 
evidence of witnesses ontitled to be orodited, 
Qn'tho othor hand if. tho Magistrate sfter 
investigating the caso comes. to the con- 
clusion that thore is no onsa. made ont he 
should not leave it in the hands of tho 
Governor but discharge the prisousr. Farther 
ifon the ovidonoe before the magistrate there 
wos safloiont ground for committing a prisoner 
the Court held that witnesses on hia bohalt 
ahould be hoard. The Court conaluded by saying” 
that they considered the motto of audi clteram 
parlam to hold good as well in rondition as in 
other cases. -His Worship waa not simply 
investigating tho caso in 4 ministerial onpa- 
sity, he waa really judging the’ onse on} 
the avidenos before him. ‘He was in the same 
position as a jury would be if: the case being 
ried were an indictable offence committed 
in this colony.
